ISSUES STRONG LETTER 





Michigan Commissioner Tells Members of 
Order of Patricians They Get the 
Short End of the Deal 





Commissioner Barry of Michigan has 
sent a letter to the scribe of each division 
court of the Order of Patricians in Mich- 
igan showing how members of that order 
are injured by the form of reinsurance 
contract under which the order was taken 
over by the Fraternal Brotherhood of 
America. Unfortunately the commis- 
sioner, under the Michigan law, has no 
authority in cases of reinsurance of 
fraternals. This deal was put through 
over his disapproval. The following is 
his letter: 

Commissioner Demanded Square Deal 


Lansing, Nov. 23, 1906. 

Division Scribe:—The commissioner of in- 
surance desires to call the attention of the 
members of your division court, through 
you as scribe, to certain facts regarding 
the reinsurance of the Order of Patricians 
by the Fraternal Brotherhood of America 
of Los Angeles, Cal. 

Several weeks ago the commissioner of 
insurance was requested to express his ap- 
proval of a proposition to reinsure the 
members of the Order of Patricians. At 
that time I formally notified the officers of 
the Order of Patricians that I would not 
approve any reinsurance or amalgamation 
contract which was not first submitted to 
and approved by the surpreme court of 
the order, which is composed of repre- 
sentatives from the division courts, and, 
furthermore, that I would not approve any 
eontract which provided for keeping the 
members of the Order of Patricians in a 
separate class, the losses of which were to 
be paid solely from assessments levied 
against and paid by members of that class. 

Reasons for His Demand 

The reasons for both these positions are, 
I think, obvious. The representatives of 
the division courts should know fully what 
is being done, and should be the ones to 
pass upon any and all contracts of rein- 
surance. 

The placing of members of a fraternal 
order in a separate class means that the 
healthy and younger risks will gradually 
drop out, that no new members will be 
added and that the class will soon become 
depleted in numbers and consist wholly of 
the unhealthy and older lives. The result 
is a heavy and constantly increasing death 
rate with very little provision for the pay- 
ment of death benefits. 

Next Contract Worst Than First 

On the 5th instant representatives of the 
Order of Patricians and of the Fraternal 
Brotherhood of America called at this de- 
partment and subniitted for my approval 
a modified form of reinsurance contract. 
By the terms of this proposed contract 
the members of the Order of Patricians 
were to be kept in a separate class, but 
for every member who transferred to the 
Fraternal Brotherhood of America the lat- 
ter organization was to pay $5 for the 
benefit of the mortuary fund of the Pa- 
trician class, so called. Inasmuch as this 
Plan would at best furnish a fund suffi- 
cient to pay only the existing death claims 
of the Order of Patricians, while it pro- 
vided for taking over only a portion of the 
membership of that order, it was even 
more objectionable than the plan first sub- 
mitted. Consequently the Fraternal 
Brotherhood of America was formally noti- 
fied by me, through its supreme secretary, 
a would not approve of any such con- 
ract. 

Where the Patricians Get Off 

Notwithstanding this notification, the 
Fraternal Brotherhood of America, through 
its supreme secretary, H. V. vis, and 
the Order of Patricians, through a com- 
mittee appointed by its supreme court, en- 
tered into a contract of reinsurance, which 
Places the members of the Order of Pa- 
triclans in a separate class and provides 
that benefits to members and their bene- 
ficiaries are to be paid from the proceeds 
of assessments levied against members of 
this class alone. No provision is made for 
increasing the membership of the Patri- 
cian class, so called, but, as a matter of 
fact, the contract contemplates transfer-

GENERAL NEWS FROM FRISCO 


WANT REINSURANCE SET ASIDE 








Claimants of German of Freeport and Ger- 
man National Declare Existing Policy- 
holders Cannot Be Made Preferred 





San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The claimants of the German of 
Freeport and German National have 
been holding daily meetings since the 
two companies reinsured to see if there 
was any chance of getting back the 
reinsurance that was paid over in the 
reinsurance deal. The creditors met in 
Judge Dunne’s courtroom, the meeting 
being in charge of Chairman Van Wyck. 
He stated that, unless the creditors 
could have the reinsurance deal set 
aside, they would not receive any great 
percentage on their claims. 

Claims There Are No Preferred Creditors 

He took the ground that the German 
and German National, being insolvent, 
had no right to prefer any creditors. 
He said the law does not make the re- 
insurance reserve a trust fund, and 
companies do not keep it as such. He 
declared that the German and German 
National could not have had honest 
motives in making the existing policy- 
holders preferred. He said that if any 
creditors should be preferred it should 
be those with a natural claim and not 
one with a claim contingent on some 
event that has not taken place. An 
executive committee consisting of at- 
torneys representing loss claimants was 
appointed to arrange a plan of campaign 
to secure the best settlement possible. 
This committee has authorized Chair- 
man Van Wyck to get in touch with 
eminegt legal counsel in Chicago, with 
a view of bringing proceedings to have 
the reinsurance set aside. 

Say Reinsurance Deal Will Stand 


It is the opinion among underwriters 
that the reinsurance deals will stand 
without any question. The commission 
paid over to the reinsuring companies 
will represent any equity the loss claim- 
ants have in the reserve, if they have 
any at all. 


The German National Bank of this city 
has formed a bureau to aid its depositors 
having policies of the German of Freeport 
and German National. The bank will co- 
operate in the attempt to set aside the 
reinsurance deal, 


The Transatlantic has reinsured in a 
foreign company and goes out of business 
without having paid a dollar to San Fran- 
cisco claimants. 


Many Companies Quit San Francisco 

Of the 144 fire companies that were do- 
ing business here previous to the fire only 
about sixty remain in San Francisco. Six 
companies have applied for admission, but 
their applications are refused by Commis- 
sioner Wolf until he satisfies himself as 
to their solvency. He has demanded a 
statement certified to by the commissioners 
of their home states and will take no 
action until these statements are received. 
The inability of merchants to secure insur- 
ance is attributed by Mr. Wolf to a num- 
ber of companies hesitating to enter this 
field through fear of adverse legislation. 

Calumet Closes Its Bureau 

The Calumet has been successful in dis- 
charging most of its liability on the 50 
percent compromise arrangement. The 
company has handled its affairs ably and 
much credit is due Secretary A. W. Haight, 
who has had charge of the adjustments in 
San Francisco. He has had an arduous 
task but has left a good impression. He 
has now returned to Chicago after his 
long service here. The Calumet will soon 
begin its activities in the fleld and it is

Some of the Interesting Features of the 
Reinsurance Transaction With the 
Royal as the Grand Master 





But little has been heard in the west- 
ern fire insurance world except com- 
ment on the reinsurance of the German 
of Freeport in the Royal. 

Union field men are agreed that there 
is not much direct picking for them, 
although the results will redound to the 
benefit of unicn companies by the re- 
moval of so aggressive a competitor 
that was not punctilious as to the care- 
ful observance of rates. In the final 
readjustment of business the union 
companies expect to reap a little har- 
vest. Again, there will be a big stum- 
bling block out of the way for clearance 
of agencies, and this will be a boon 
to the union cohorts. 

Nonunion Crowd Hard at Work 

The nonunion crowd is hot on the 
trail of German business and agents. 
The Continental and its running mate, 
the Fidelity, have been active forces in 
trying to gather in the sheaves. The 
American and Connecticut have not been 
idle. The Dixie has been plowing in 
the fertile German field, while other 
nonunion companies have endeavored to 
work deals to their advantage. 

There will be added interest in the 
agency appointments published in THE 
WESTERN UNDERWRITER for the next 
three months, because they will show 
the new aligning of forces in many 
points. 

German Agents Sought After 

German of Freeport and German Na- 
tional agents have loomed up as im- 
portant factors if one. can found his 
judgment on the attention shown them. 
In the first place, the Royal telegraphed 
the big fellows to visit its offices in 
Chicago, it wired or telephoned some 
telliney them what to do on the ground; 
it wrote others, or had the field forces 
get in touch with them. Then other 
companies began similar tactics. These 
agents have received more visits, tele- 
grams, long distance telephone calls, 
letters and propositions than ever before. 

The agents began getting bids for 
their German business. Most bidders 
were willing to take it for the short 
end of the cancellation, and some al- 
lowed a 5 percent commission, with 
perhaps a few other perquisites. 

Think Royal Will Hold Business 

Union field men in the big farm states 
believe the Royal will hold a_ higher 
percentage of the business than first an- 
ticipated, especially in the larger towns 
and big farm agencies. The German 
agent usually made the company his 
leader. tie does not want his German 
expirations to go to a competitor. He 
gee wants a good farm company. 
de puts two and two together and sees 
there is no other alternative than to 
take the Royal. He may not like to 
do it, but it saves his business from 
outside exposure. Many agents are 
waiting to see what the Royal will do 
as to their offices. 

Where the Germcn wrote no farm 
business or where it was no great fac- 
tor in an agency, the Royal will not be 
able to edge in so easily. In cases 
where an agent desires to remain non- 
union and feels he can hold his ex- 
pirations without difficulty, he will dis- 
tribute them among his companies or 
take on another nonunion company. 

Work Concentrated in Chicago 

The Royal called in all its field men 
to Chicago when the German deal was 
closed. Then the German specials were 
summoned. It wired for the leading 
German agents to come to Chicago. 
Here all the big work was concentrated. 
The two sets of specials took up all 
the transfer cases, inquiries and plans 
for their respective fields. Then the

Outside of Home State New York Life 
Will Issue Policies on Forms 
of its Own 








Actuary A. R. Grow in a bulletin to 
New York Lite agents announces that 
the company after Jan. 1 “vcs decided to 
issue its policies throughot the world on 
forms which are in meaning and effect 
the same as the New Yorx state standard 
form. As we are not obliged to use the 
New York standard policy in its precise 
form outside of the state, we have 
changed the wording of several passages, 
where such variations help to make the 
meaning of the contract clearer.” 

Instances in which variations occur are: 

First, in the consideration clause where 
the form outside of New York will stipu- 
late that the policy is the receipt for the 
first premium. 

Second, in the insurance clause of the 
New York forms are the words, “upon 
surrender of this policy properly re- 
ceipted.” These words are omitted out- 
side of New York state as supertiuous. 

Third, the New York form provides for 
the payment of premiums annually, semi- 
annually or quarterly, but the form in 
other states omits reference to these 
periods though there will be no change 
in by practice of the company in this re- 
sp 

4 the New York form table of 
loan and surrender values contains a 
heading in the first column, “after policy 
has been in force blank years.” In the 
policy for other states the first column of 
this table has been changed by inserting 
the words “full years premium paid.” 
Uther variations of the policy form used 
outside of New York are in tne participa- 
tion clause, in marginal notes, loans and 
anniversary date, these changes being 
made for the sake of greater clearness. 


Standard Takes Ohio German 
M. A. Shumard of New Orleans, former 
southern general agent of the German 
of Freport, has ben appointed to act in 
the same capacity for the Ohio German. 


Reach No Agreement 
Ammunition manufacturers were in 
conference with the governing commit- 
tee of the union this week seeking to get 
a reduction or elimination of the charge 
on local dealers for storage of fixed am- 
munition but no agreement was reached.

NEW INSURANCE JOURNAL DEAL 





B. F. Hadley, G. A. Watson and H. H. 
Putnam Will Transpose Insurance Eco- 
nomics Into the Eastern Under- 
writer, a Weekly 





Boston, Nov. 27.—(Special.)—An in- 
teresting journalistic change will take 
place Jan. 1, as announced here to-day 
by Henry H. Putnam, publisher of the 
Journal of Insurance Economics. B. F. 
Hadley, formerly of the Jnsurance Ad- 
vocate of New York, and George A. 
Watson, formerly of the Chronicle of 
the same city, have each purchased one- 
third interest in the Journal of Insur- 
ance Economics, the publication office 
of which will be located in New York 
City. The monthly magazine will be 
converted into a weekly insurance news- 
paper, and after Jan. 1 will be pub- 
lished under the title of the Eastern 
Underwriter. The new publication will 
cover insurance news in all branches 
for the middle states territory, particu- 
larly New York state and New Jersey, 
and will endeavor in this field to paral- 
lel the great success of THE WESTERN 
UNbeRWRITER of Chicago and Cincin- 
nati and the Insurance Field of Louis- 
ville, with which papers the Eastern 
Underwriter will establish a mutual 
news exchange service. Mr. Putnam’s 
disposal of a two-thirds interest in the 
Insurance Economics is brought, about 
primarily by the desire of the National 
Association of Local Fire Insurance 
Agents to have him devote his services 
to that organization. Messrs. Hadley 
and Watson have long contemplated 
the establishment of a weekly journal 
in New York of the kind described, and 
the mutual friendship and confidence 
existing between the three journalists 
party to the new arrangement made its 
consummation at this time particularly 
appropriate. Many distinctive charac- 
teristics of the Jnsurance Economics will 
be retained in a monthly supplement 
to be issued in connection with the 
Eastern Underwriter. The management 
of the new enterprise will be in the 
hands of Messrs. Hadley and Watson, 
but Mr. Putnam will be actively inter- 
ested as contributor to the weekly edi- 
tion and monthly supplement of the 
paper. 





Frink Takes the Shawnee 

Allen C. Frink of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
has been appointed special agent of the 
Shawnee Fire for Michigan and Ohio, ef- 
fective Dec 1. Until March 1 the agents 
in these states will report to General 
Agent J. D. Sheahan of Chicago, and 
thereafter to the home office. Mr. Frink 
until recently was special agent of the 
Calumet in Michigan. Since leaving that 
company he has been appointing agents 
of the Shawnee in that state for Mr. 
Sheahan. Several years ago he was spe- 
cial agent of the Thuringia American in 
Ohio, so he is familiar with the entire 
field he will cover. 





Hebgen Goes With the Concordia 

A. F. Hebgen of Milwaukee, special 
agent of the German of Freeport, has 
been appointed special agent of the Con- 
cordia for Wisconsin and Minnesota, suc- 
ceeding C. E. Norbeck of Minneapolis. 
Mr. Hebgen is a live man in the field. 
His father, Gust Hebgen, is an old vet- 
eran in the German of Freeport’s serv- 
ice, but retired from active work a few 
years ago. 





Edward E. Blake, formerly special agent 
for the Calumet in New York state, takes 
that field, with the exception of the metro- 
politan district, for the Prussian National.

VOTE FOR REPEAL OF RULE 


Members of the Western Union are 
voting solidly for the repeal of the reso- 
lution adopted by the supervisory com- 
mittee at the meeting of the Rocky 
Mountain Fire Underwriters Association 
at Denver in October, 1905, under which 
any company, whether or not affiliated 
in other parts of the country, may become 
a member of the Rocky Mountain Fire 
Underwriters Association by pledging 
itself to adhere to its rules and cause its 
agents to do so. This rule permits the 
payment of graded commissions in the 
Recky Mountain field in agencies which 
in the rest of the country would be con- 
sidered as mixed.

*"MARKET PRICE’’ CLAUSE IN USE 


_ The objectionable “market price” clause 
in policies covering beet sugar has just 
been disposed of, temporarily. Some 
time ago the governing committee of the 
union ruled that the following provision 
used by agents could not be permitted: 

It is mutually agreed that in event of 
loss hereunder the measure of value shall 
be the market price at Denver (or other 
central distributing points) on the day 
preceding the fire (with proper allowance 
for freight and other charges) and the 
amount of said loss shall be determined 
and adjusted in accordance therewith. 

Sugar men are now claiming that the 
same companies as refused the clause are 
approving it on the Pacific coast and in 
the Rocky Mountain field, hence the mat- 
ter is being taken up with the Pacific 
coast members of the supervisory com- 
mittee of the union with a view of co- 
operation for repudiation of the pro- 
vision. Pending these negotiations the 
governing committee has suspended the 
above ruling.

FROM THE WEST VIRGINIA FIELD 








Agents Are Solicitous as to Coal Mining 
Properties as the Globe & Rutgers 
Has Captured a Big Line 


West Virginia local agents who con- 
trol coal mining lines are beginning to 
be solicitous over outside competition on 
this business. The Globe & Rutgers has 
captured what is considered the best 
mining risk in the state, the United States 
Coal & Oil Company plant at Holden. 
Special agents seem to think the compa- 
nies will have to make some concessions 
to save this business for local agents. 
The rate on coal properties is not con- 
sidered very high, but it seems high 
enough to attract competition of non- 
agency companies.

Raters are now working on Parkers- 
burg, applying the Dean_ schedule. 
Charleston is the only point in the state 
that has been rerated. When the pink 
slip was on the agents were anxious to 
get the new rates out. The schedule did 
not put the rates at the high point many 
anticipated.

Field men who opposed the flat advance 
feel now their position is well under- 
stood by the western managers and east- 
ern officials, owing to the New York 
conference. These field men were in- 
dignant at the attempt of the president 
of a New York company, whose repre- 
sentative is not a member of the West 
Virginia Underwriters Association, to dic- 
tate to the association what it should do. 
This official took up the action of the 
executive committee, when it rescinded 
the flat advance, with other companies in 
the effort to force the committee to again 
revoke its step and was successful. How- 
ever, when the facts were presented at 
the New York conference and it was 
found that this president’s company was 
not a member of the West Virginia body, 
the other companies felt they had been 
imposed on and the advance was re- 
scinded. 

e-* + 

That the settlement of the question of 
advance in rates would heal the sore 
places in the ranks of the West Virginia 
Fire Underwriters Association, seems to 
have been premature, and that there is 
still much trouble brewing in its mem- 
bership is’ evident. That it will end in 
a great many charges of broken promises 
and bad faith is conceded, which will ef- 
fect a continuance of the association or 
its reorganization. 

Members of the association state that 
the withdrawal of the Niagara from 
membership and as a supporter of the 
inspection bureau and the resignation of 
Special Agent Nulton from the executive 
committee will in no way affect the or- 
ganization or its future usefulness, and 
that he made no specific charge against 
any member in his resignation, and they 
regret that he has retired. 

* * * 


The decision of the supreme court of 
West Virginia, handed down last week, 
declaring illegal a combination of coal 
companies to fix prices, and holding that 
the old common law was sufficient in 
dealing with all combinations, will allay 
the agitation already started towards 
statutory specialization against the fire in- 
surance companies and the rating bureau 
in West Virginia. Data has been care- 
fully prepared as to the workings of the 
West Virginia Fire Underwriters Asso- 
ciation, and the rating bureau intended 
to prove to the legislature that they are 
combinations in restraint of trade. As 





West Virginia is without any antitrust 
laws, no special laws of any kind bearing, 
even remotely, upon this question, the 
matter of proceeding against the insur- 
ance companies and the bureau was post- 
poned until special legislation could be 
secured. ' 
The decision of the supreme court is 
broad, asserting that the pool is against 
public policy; it is a combination in re- 
straint of trade; that the common law 
meets it adequately; that it is not neces- 
sary for a complete monopoly to be 
formed, and if it is only partial it is il- 
legal. It is now asserted that immediate 
action will be taken against the West 
Virginia Fire Underwriters Association 
and the West Virginia Inspection Bu- 
reau, a branch of the Ohio Inspection 
Bureau, invoking the common law. 





RECENT CINCINNATI HAPPENINGS 





Some Agents Object to Dean Rates at 
Meeting Where Manager Cleveland 
Explained the Schedule 





The Cincinnati agents held a meeting 
the other day at which Manager Cleve- 
land of the inspection bureau explained 
the Dean schedule. So far as it has 
been applied the agents say that it will 
reduce the average rate that is now being 
received in the blocks where it has been 
tested. This applies as to buildings. The 
agents seem to think that it will be un- 
wise to make any change in the rates at 
the present time. 

One agent brought up the subject of 
the relative hazard of inland cities and 
those that are situated on large bodies 


| of water and thus subject to sweeping 


winds. It was pointed out that since the 
Chicago fire of 1871 there has not been 
a case where there has been a large 
conflagration in a city without a large 
water front. The agent took the ground 
that this should become a factor in the 
basis rate. He argued that inland cities 
like Cincinnati are less subject to con- 
flagration than those on the great lakes 
or the sea coast. Another agent said that 
for a period of 15 years Cincinnati has 
had a loss ratio of 48 percent. 

Some of the Cincinnati agents are ob- 
jecting because Cleveland is classed as a 
city graded at 1%, while Cincinnati is 
put in the second class. Cincinnati has 
less population within its corporate limits 
than Cleveland, although the Cincinnati 
agents claim that owing to the suburban 
population just outside the limits it has 
a larger population and should at least 
be in the same class as Cleveland, and 
again it is argued that Cleveland, being 
on the lake front, is subject to very high 
winds, 

* * * 


The election of Edward E. Shipley, the 
well-known Cincinnati local agent, to the 
presidency of the Business Mens Club, 
the most prominent commercial organiza- 
tion of the city, is most pleasing to Mr. 
Shipley’s many friends in the insurance 
business. Mr. Shipley is not only an 
excellent insurance man but a close stu- 
dent of general affairs and a loyal citi- 
zen of Cincinnati. His administration 
will undoubtedly be a successful one.

The Insurance Bowling Club of Cincin- 
nati held its first meeting last Saturday at 
the Underwriters’ Club rooms with J. B. 
Braunstein, the newly elected president, in 
the chair. E. F. Weiss was elected secre- 
tary. President Braunstein is said to have 
presided with an ease and grace which 
has seldom been equaled in the meetings 
of similar organizations in the Queen City. 
Whatever may be said of him as a bowler, 
and much has been said on both sides of 
this question, President Braunstein has 
fully shown that he knows all the rules 
of the parliamentary game. It might be 
said in this connection that in the opinion 
of Ben T. Clemons Mr. Braunstein’s work 
as a bowler is showing steady improve- 
ment and he believes the time is not far 
distant when Mr. Braunstein will be the 
best bowler in the club, with one excep- 
tion. The members of the club will fore- 
gather once every two weeks during the 
rest of the winter. 

Albert W. Schell & Co. have taken the 
Cincinnati sole agency for the Dixie Fire. 

The Sears Agency Company, which held 
the sole agency of the German National 
for Cincinnati, will represent the Dubuque 
Fire & Marine in a similar capacity as 
soon as it is admitted to Ohio. 

W. H. Clemons, general adjuster of the 
Phenix of Brooklyn at Cincinnati, re- 





turned last Saturday from San Francisco, 
where he spent over seven months. Mr. 
Clemons probably remained for a longer 
time in San Francisco than any other ad- 
juster from this section. 





Sues the Receivers 


A motion has been filed in the supreme 
court of Ohio to require William M. 
Hahn and Edwin Mansfield, trustees of 
the Buckeye Mutual Fire, to. show cause 
why they should not pay claims amount- 
ing to $1,388, alleged to be due certain 
persons as return premiums. The 
trustees claim they paid these amounts to 
Robert E. Hutchison, but it is alleged on 
the other hand that he was acting without 
authority. The motion would require a 
second payment, in case this is true. The 
hearing will take place on Dec. 6. Hut- 
chison is now a member of the legislature 
from Richland County. 


Grocers Mutual Fire Ready 

Arrangements have been completed for 
the incorporation of the Grocers Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company of Ohio. The 
company will start with the required 200 
policyholders, with an aggregate of $500,- 
000 insurance applied for. Only whole- 
sale and retail grocers will be admitted to 
membership. The rates will be the same 
as the stock companies get and at the end 
of the year a dividend will be declared, 
if the cost of protection has been less. 
Operations will be begun the first of the 
year and offices will be opened in various 
towns of the state. The officers, it is 
stated, will be as follows: President, L. J. 
Oehler, Cincinnati; treasurer, H. A. 
Duessin, Youngstown; secretary, W. H. 
Cook, Springfield. 





Ohio German at Columbus 
The Ohio German has left the agency 
of W. H. Mead, a nonboarder at Colum- 
bus, and is taken by the Julian-Sargeant 
Company, thus adding another company 
to the board list. Mr. Mead still retains 
the National of Allegheny. 





Catholics Considering a Mutual 

Owing to the probability of an ad- 
vance in rates, the officials of the Cath- 
olic church of the Cleveland diocese 
and several adjoining it are again seri- 
ously considering the organization of 
a mutual company. The claim is made 
that for the past thirty years the loss 
ratio on Catholic church and parochial 
buildings in general has not been over 
5 percent. In Cleveland alone the 
property is worth $1,000,000, on which 
insurance is maintained well up to value. 
The plan of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and others in carrying their own 
insurance is mentioned, and the Catholic 
people believe that they can maintain 
a fund through a mutual plan and 


greatly reduce the cost of their pro- 
tection. 





Have Not Made New Deal 


As yet the James-Parsons-Ruggles 
Company of Cleveland has made no ar- 
rangements to replace the German of 
Freeport in its office, although several 
opportunities have offered. The desire 
is to operate the business in the same 
way it was conducted for the German. 
This office did a business of $20,000 a 
year for the German, and the greater 
part of it was placed directly by the 
office, although some was subagency 
business. Only $480,000 was written the 
past year in the congested district, and 
the loss ratio for seven years had been 
but 42 percent. 





Disposal of German’s Business 

Returns are coming in slowly as to 
the final disposition of agencies of the 
German of Freeport in Ohio. The gen- 
eral feeling is that in those agencies 
which remain nonunion the Connecticut, 
Continental and Fidelity will get much 
of the business at the expiration of the 
present policies. In the large cities the 
case is, of course, different. It is be- 
lieved that the Royal will place one or 
two additional agencies where the Ger- 
man had an especially good business. 





The Columbus agency of Lauterbach & 
Eilber is an object of especial interest. 
This agency is nonunion, with the ex- 
ception of the National of Hartford. 





John F. Deatrick’s Birthday 

John F. Deatrick of Defiance, O., 
was 77 years of age Monday. He has 
been interruptedly in the fire business 
for about half a century, and is still 
at it. He is one of the stanch local 
representatives of fire companies in the 
state, and his agency is operated on a 
sound and correct basis. Some of his 
present companies have been with him 
almost, or quite, all the time since he 
entered the business. His record is one 
to be proud of. 


Want to Oust Creamer 

It is understood there is a movement 
on foot among the Republican politi- 
cians to have ousted State Fire Mar- 
shal D. S. Creamer. It is said that an 
effort is being made to work up dis- 
satisfaction with the way in which Mr. 
Creamer has administered his office. 
As a matter of fact, the general opin- 
ion among insurance men is that Mr. 
Creamer is decidedly the man for the 
place and that he has already put in 
a remarkable amount of hard work. A 
good many insurance men feel very 
friendly towards Governor Harris by 
reason of the fact that he has seen fit 
not to disturb Mr. Creamer in his po- 
sition, notwithstanding that Mr. Creamer 
is a Democrat.

Lively Hustle at Ann Arbor 

; Agents at Ann Arbor, Mich., are en- 
joying an old fashioned scramble for 
county insurance. As a master stroke 
of economy in these strenuous times of 
public service reform, the farmer su- 
pervisors decided upon reducing total 
insurance on their $90,000 courthouse 
to $30,000 for the next term.

AMONG DETROIT UNDERWRITERS 





Much Preferred Business Is Developing, but 
Regular Agents Do Not Get 
Their Share 





Detroit, Mich., Nov. 27.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Detroit has had a won- 
derful increase in population during the 
past three years and the new dwellings 
that have been erected during that period 
have equaled the increase in population. 
Naturally, each old agency should have 
an increase in premiums on this much 
desired business, but it does not get it. 
Why? In the city there are nineteen out- 
side companies. Each of these companies 
has, in addition to a live representative, 
anywhere from five to twenty-five so- 
licitors. So when a man decides to build 
and hauls the first load of brick or lum- 
ber, these solicitors break camp and lo- 
cate on the spot. The question of getting 
the business, not the rate, is uppermost 
in their minds. They oftentimes influ- 
ence’ the assured to place the whole 
amount he intends carrying from the time 
the cellar walls are laid, of course giving 
permission to complete. The assured 
thinks he is getting a good thing. No 
such thing as a builder’s risk is known 


these days. Now why this scramble for 
dwellings? Of course it is preferred 
business. If any company can afford to 


cut the established rate say 25 percent 
and pay 25 to 35 percent for getting the 
business, why isn’t it fair to presume the 
rate established is too high? We think 
this question fair. Don’t get an idea into 
your head that we are kicking because we 
do not participate in this business to the 
same extent as our fair competitors, for 
we do; but we want more, and if we had 
a fair show would get it. 


Leo K. Hennes, the pushing young 
agent, has pushed so hard that he has 
been obliged to enlarge his office. I un- 
derstand he purposes working en suite; 
a private office, a general office and a 
waiting room for customers. 


A friend of mine, in discussing the 
question of preferred business, says that 
different agents have different ideas of 
what constitutes preferred business. “For 
instance, I insure a three-story frame 
tannery, the premium on which amounts 
to $1,000 yearly. I prefer going to the 
tannery once a year and getting my thou- 
sand-dollar premium than going once in 
three years to an employe of the com- 
pany and getting a premium of seven- 
fifty on his two-story dwelling. Any other 
agent would express the same preference.

INinois Field Club Declares That the State 
Board Is Defying the Terms of 
Joint Agreement 


The Illinois Field Club, notwithstand- 
ing the retirement of the German of 
Freeport, will insist that proper amends 
be taken by the state board to reestablish 
the entente cordiale between the two or- 
ganizations. The state board voted to 
declare the German a nonaffiliating com- 
pany without concurrent action with the 
field club. The latter association now 
says that the retirement of the German 
does not remove the casus belli. What 
the field club is aiming to attain is joint 
conference between the executive com- 
mittees according to the terms of agree- 
ment where issues or questions of mu- 
tual interest come up. 

Not only do the field club people cite 
the German of Freeport case as a 
flagrant violation of the joint agreement, 
but declare that the state board recently 
dismissed a stamping secretary without 
consultation with the field club. Said a 
prominent member of the club: 


The state board is giving evidence of 
an utter disregard of its agreement with 
us. We pay our pro rata share of the 
rating and operating expenses and then 
are given no voice when it comes to de- 





ciding matters of mutual concern. It is- 


the old question of taxation without repre- 
sentation. The club will have to be recog- 
nized according to our agreement or we 
will sever our relationship. The trouble is 
the state board simply has to carry out 
orders of the governing committee of the 
union, while our field club is entirely inde- 
pendent and subject to no higher body.

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TO AMEND IOWA TAXATION LAW 











Jamison Commission Will Recommend 
Amendment to Tax Only lowa Pre- 
miums of Home Companies 





In view of the tendency among Iowa 
fire companies to enter other states, the 
legislative insurance commission has 
agreed to recommend that the law sub- 
jecting to taxation the entire premium re- 
ceipts of the state companies be amended 
Such a statute causes double taxation of 
business written in other states. The 
commission will recommend that only 
Iowa business be subject to taxation by 
the state of Iowa. Managers of Iowa 
companies are much gratified over this 
action of the commission. The Dubuque 
Fire & Marine, which had already entered 
a number of states on its own account, 
will now do a large share of its business 
outside of Iowa, since reinsuring the busi- 
ness of the German National. The 
Hawkeye and Des Moines, which are now 
operating in several states, would also 
benefit considerably from the proposed 
change in the law, as would also several 
other companies operating in a few out- 
side states. 

The commission proposes to do away 
with the option which the companies now 
have of repairing or rebuilding a damaged 
risk. It will recommend a law requiring 
cash settlement if demanded by the as- 
sured. 





CONFERENCE ON LINCOLN RATES 





Inspectors Business Men and Agents Dis- 
cuss the Dean Schedule—Commit- 
mittee Will Report Soon 





The Lincoln (Neb.) Commercial Club 
fire insurance committee spent Wednes-

Action on Sprinkled Rates Postponed 

The committee appointed at the last 
meeting of the Omaha Fire Underwriters 
Association to make plans for rating the 
sprinkler business did not get together, 
hence the special meeting called for the 
purpose of taking definite action was post- 
poned. The consensus of opinion appears 
to be that it would not be wise for the 





association to start in to make itself a 
rating body. Inspector Beeson is giving 
universal satisfaction, and it would seem 
unwise for the association to single out 
any class of business and make rates in- 
dependent of the inspector, as it would 
probably open up other lines of business 
until the association would be practically 
a rate-making body, defeating its object 
and purpose. 

The insurance interests in Omaha were 
severely involved Tuesday and Wednesday 
of last week, on account of the bursting 
of the water supply main between the 
pumping station and Omaha. The city of 
Omaha as well as South Omaha were with- 
out water supply for nearly thirty-six 
hours, a part of the time there being ab- 
solutely no water available, and the bal- 
ance of the time a very low pressure. 
The main has been repaired, and the 
water company advised that an occurrence 


like this may never again happen in the 
history of the city.

GRAND VIEW CASE 


Some interest has been taken by fire 
companies in the case of the Granp 
View Buitpinc AssociaATION of Ne- 
braska, which the Nortuern of Eng- 
land took to the United States supreme 
court twice. 

The facts brought out in the case 
were that the assured had a NorTHERN 
policy. A loss came, and it was found 
other companies were involved. There 
was no indorsement on the NorTHERN’s 
policy permitting other insurance. The 
company denied liability and the case 
was carried to the United States su- 
preme court, which held that the writ- 
ten and plain conditions had not been 
complied with and the policy as it stood 
was void. 

The NorTHERN was contending for a 
principle. It desired to learn whether 
the written conditions of the contract 
would stand. The highest court of the 
land sustained the company and thus 
established an important point in fire 





insurance. The NorTHERN deserves 
commendation for carrying this case to 
the court of last resort. 

After the supreme court had rendered 
its decision, the plaintiff began action 
to have the policy reformed by writing 
into it the proper indorsement. The 
NorTHERN contended that the statute of 
limitations forbade any further action. 
The assured declared he had given no- 
tice verbally to the agent to have the 
proper indorsement made. The agent 
testified that he did not recall any such 
instructions. On cross examination he 
admitted that it might be possible such 
verbal notice was given, but, if so, he 
had no recollection of it. 

The lower courts decided that the 
policy could be reformed and gave 
judgment against the NorTHERN. It 
was again taken to the United States 
supreme court, which upholds the lower 
court as to the reformation and judg- 
ment. 

However, underwriters will be glad 
to know that the effect of the prior 
decision of the court is not modified 
by the second decision. The principle 
laid down that noncompliance with the 
written conditions of a policy, provided 
they are not in conflict with the law, 
voids the contract, holds good. 








TWO KINDS OF AGENTS 


FirE insurance companies may appear 
to go mad after big premium income at 
times, but that is only a temporary aber- 
ration. A low loss ratio is the magnet 
that seldom fails to attract and hold 
them. Loss ratios depend somewhat on 
rates and somewhat on luck, but mostly 
on underwriting. Taken at large the 
local agent who is an underwriter gets 
the companies and makes the money. 
The companies are looking for him; they 
need him in their business. 

It is trying at times to see the premium 
puller flourish as the green bay tree. 
But as his ascent is like that of a rocket 
so is his fall generally like that of a 
stick. No man can build a permanent 
structure on a false foundation. The 
agent who sees nothing but his own com- 
missions and to increase them loads his 
companies up with target risks is not 
honest. When he loses his good com- 
panies, he will get poor ones, and he will 
not hesitate to trust his customers to 
their tender mercies. He builds up his 
business on selfishness and dishonesty 
and when it becomes heavy enough it 
crushes the rotten foundation and great 
is the fall thereof. 

The honest agent, who is an under- 
writer, as well as an honest man, builds 
permanently. Honest with his custom- 
ers, he wins their confidence; serving 
his companies well, he wins theirs; hon- 
est with himself, he has a proper respect 
for himself and compels the respect of 
others. His companies learn to trust 
his judgment because he produces satis- 
factory results. He is seldom short of 
companies; usually he has some knock- 
ing for admittance. His customers know 
their interests are as safe in his hands 
as human foresight can make them. 
They remain with him and others join 
them. From year to year he gets more 
business, makes more money, rises higher 
in the estimation cf his fellow men. He 
is the backbone of the fire insurance 
business. ; 





Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


“Phil” Farley ‘is dead. Perhaps it 
would be more fitting to refer to a man 
of his age and standing as Philip H. 
Farley, yet there was something about 
him that made all who had ever met him 
think and speak of him familiarly. He 
was above all things a “mixer,” and cold 
formality melted under his genial influ- 
ence as snow under the August sun. 

Mr. Farley’s position in life insurance 
was somewhat unique. He was head of 
the executive special department of the 
Mutual Life. In this capacity not only 
did he direct the labors of the corps of 
star men whom the company sent out, 
but he was also diplomat-at-large at the 
home office. When there was a delicate 
mission to be performed quietly, a tangle 
to be straightened out, legislation to be 
looked after, Mr. Farley’s services were 
in demand. 

He was probably best known to life in- 
surance men at large through his presi- 
dency of the National Association of Life 
Underwriters. He was mentioned for 
the position in 1901, but William D. Wy- 
man was elected. In. 1902 the leaders 
decided he was the best man for the 
place, and events proved their sagacity. 
Mr. Farley’s administration was success- 
ful. Easy good-fellowship thrived under 
his smile and stories. 

At the St. Louis convention in Octo- 
ber, friends of the genial ex-president 
were shocked at his changed appearance. 
He had lost much flesh and had a 
shrunken look, his buoyancy was gone; 
he was then a very sick man. 

Because Mr. Farley loved a joke and 
delighted in expressing himself in funny 
ways, nobody should make the mistake of 
thinking he was lacking in dignity. He 
was not formal, but for years he effect- 
ively handled strong men, and no man 
can do this without having those ele- 
ments of strength which constitute real 
dignity. Many a man will be sorry for 
his passing. The short, stout figure, sur- 
mounted by the silk hat, will be want- 
ing from future meetings of the Na- 
tional association, and the want will not 
be filled. “Phil” Farley was the only 
one of his kind, and he is gone. 





The death of John Howley of New 
York last week removed one of the best- 
known adjusters in the country and a 
famous figure in fire insurance. Mr. 
Howley was born in Montreal in 1846. 
In 1866 he entered the fire insurance 
business in Hubbard & Hunt’s agency at 
Chicago. Later he became secretary of 
the Lumbermens of Chicago, special 
agent of the Home of New York and 
later of the Niagara. In 1883 he became 
western general agent of the Scottish 
Union. He gained a high reputation as 
an adjuster, and about 1887 went with 
the Mutual Fire of New York under 
P. B. Armstrong as general adjuster 
under a five-year contract at $10,000 a 
year. Later he went to the Lancashire 
when it took over the Mutual’s busi- 
ness, and in 1894 he went back to the 
Mutual Fire. Since then he has been 
an adjuster most of the time, either in 
the employ of one company, inde- 
pendently or for the assured. 

He bore the reputation of being strictly 
honest. Much of his success as an ad- 
juster came from his diplomacy, for he 
had the faculty of generally leaving the 
assured believing that he had secured 
an unusually favorable settlement. 
Throughout his life he managed to avoid 
“rubbing the fur the wrong way” and he 
made many friends and prospered. He 
was a great story teller, gave a humor- 
ous touch to everything he said and 
gloried in being the ‘homeliest man in 
the business until he met a well-known 
western field man.

_ One of the industrial disability com- 
panies has tried a plan of having an 
arbitration committee appointed from 
the employes in factories where it 
writes installment business. The com- 
pany goes on the theory that it is bet- 
ter to trust men, and the majority of 
them try to be honest. Therefore, when 
any dispute arises between the assured 
and the company the case is put up to 
the arbitration committee for decision, 
both the company and the claimant giv- 
ing their sides of the issue. The com- 
pany reports that this plan has proved 
very successful, and the decisions of the 
committee have been eminently fair. 


The Pheenix Preferred Accident of 
Detroit has made considerable more 
progress since it became a stock com- 
pany than the officers anticipated. The 
company is very ably managed and has 
gotten together a good class of agents. 
The Pheenix Preferred does not employ 
any traveling special agents, but has 
the district managers do the traveling 
in their territory, in order to avoid the 
expense of long tours. In this way it 
feels that the actual traveling expenses 
are reduced to as small a figure as 
possible. 

As the insurance departments will re- 
quire the amount of policy fees col- 
lected by the agents of industrial health 
and accident companies, it will be in- 
teresting to note how the companies will 
report these fees. There is no uniform 
rule as to policy fees, although most 
companies allow their agents to collect 
$4 and $1 for the first month’s insur- 
ance. However, as the agents fre- 
quently do not collect the full amount, 
the companies will find it difficult to 
report to the department the exact 
amount collected. Some agents make it 
a rule to collect every dollar of the 
fee. Others collect it as best they can 
and charge anything to get the busi- 
ness. The companies will hardly desire 
to report to the departments fees that 
have not been collected. Some of the 
companies say fhat they will report the 
fees in bulk, giving about the amount 
they judge has been collected. How- 
ever, it is stated that some of the de- 
partments will demand the amount of 
the fee. A few companies have taken 
off of their literature any reference to 
the amount of the policy fee. Some 
companies, however, put their policy 
fees at $2, insisting on this amount be- 
ing collected, and report good results. 
The agents who are able to collect the 
$5 for the first month naturally object 
to any reduction of the fee. In some 
localities the agents of industrial com- 
panies meet and establish a uniform fee, 
which they collect. 


There is considerable talk in some 
quarters among the industrial liability 
companies as to whether it would not 
be advisable either to increase the pre- 
mium on the dollar a month policy or 
else get out another policy, charging 
$1.25 or $1.50 a month, giving more 
indemnity. Those who have _investi- 
gated the subject claim there is a de- 
mand among the dollar a month class 
for a better policy. The dollar a month 
policy, however, is a very popular one 
and has no doubt become a fixture. 
The companies are giving about as 
much indemnity for that price as they 
can, provided claims are settled in the 
right way. The most complaint that 
has arisen from the industrial business 
is the manner in which claims are set- 
tled. Some companies, finding that their 
income is not going to give them a 
profit, will try to make it up on scaled 
claims. 


W. J. Burke of Cedar Falls, Iowa, has 
been bound over to the grand jury on the 
charge of obtaini money under false 
pretenses. It is alleged that he collected 
advance premiums from a number of per- 
sons at Iville, Iowa, for accident and 
health insurance and that no policies were 
issued. He represented himself, it is 
alleged, as agent of a Chicago company. 
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CHICAGO LIFE MEN’S MEETING 











Underwriters Hold Their Thanksgiving 
Banquet—P. D. McGregor Tells Reforms 
Fire Companies Are Putting Into Effect 





The Life Underwriters Association of 
Chicago held its Thanksgiving banquet at 
the Union League Club, Tuesday 
evening of this week. Rev. Herman Page 
spoke on “Thanksgiving.” 

J. N. Shockney, superintendent of 
agents of the United States Life, had 
prepared a paper on “Insurance Super- 
vision.” As he was ill, the paper was 
sent to be read. 

Some time was given to “Round Table” 
discussion, at which a number of subjects 
were presented. 

The main speaker was P. D. McGregor, 
western manager of the Queen Insurance 
Company. Mr. McGregor has been a 
leader among the fire insurance com- 
panies for a reduction in commissions 
in the large cities. He showed, there- 
fore, that the life insurance agents were 
not the only ones that were having their 
commissions reduced. Mr. McGregor 
said that in the large cities of the west 
companies were paying more commissions 
than they should, which led to rebating 
and attracted a large number of people 
into the business who were receiving 
commissions and were not legitimately 
entitled to them. He said that if com- 
missions were reduced the regular agents 
would have a larger net income, because 
the inducement to rebate would not be 
so great, and there would not be so many 
illegitimate persons in the business who 
demand compensation for swinging a few 
risks to the agencies. He also commented 
on what the fire companies have done to 
introduce scientific rating, so that each 
town gets credit for its fire protection 
according to its merits, and each risk 
stands on its own foundation, with proper 
credit given for every reduced hazard. 
He said that the fire insurance compa- 
nies were endeavoring to reform their 
business from the inside rather than al- 
low the reform process to be done by 
legislators who know little or nothing 
about the business. He said it would 
be better in any business for the experts 
to make the changes rather than leave 
it to the ignorant and inexperienced. 

In commenting on the Armstrong laws, 
Mr. McGregor said that so far as he 
could see they would bring changes in 
the business that would be beneficial and 
would do much to eliminate the abuses. 
In life insurance, as in fire, he declared, 
the large assured had been favored. The 
Armstrong laws will force economies and 
put every policyholder on his proper ba- 
$1S.

Thomas G. Boggs, a well-known life 
insurance man of Milwaukee, was called 
upon and spoke substantially as follows: 


The future of the life insurance agents 
is just as well assured of success as is the 
future of the companies. It all depends 
upon the agents in their field and the com- 
panies in their field. I mean by this with- 
out reviewing the last eighteen months of 
disturbances in our line of human industry, 
that instead of the expected disasters that 
would follow, really we have the grandest 
opportunity to turn defeat into victory that 
has ever come to us in this generation. 
The companies will certainly come up to 
the line of the demands of the times. 
There is no question but we are entering 
a grand new era; the best age the world 
has ever seen. The square deal is stand- 
ing out prominently. The public is indeed 
becoming wise. In all lines of industry 
this idea prevails and is bound to succeed. 
The consequence of this will be that such 
an improvement is going to transpire in 
the equipment and personnel of the life 
insurance solicitor, that the occupation 
will be raised to the dignity of a profes- 
sion. This line of work is really more 
than mere business. There will, therefore, 
come about the most desirable change that 
we had ever hoped for. Heretofore it has 
been to a large measure a makeshift busi- 
ness among agents. All sorts of mean, 
competitive schemes have been operated by 
them. It has ow been in the last few 
days that one of the largest and most suc- 
cessful general agents in the country told 
me that at one time, not so long ago, he 
had a personal writer in his office whom, 
though he did an immense business, he 
would not trust with $10. We know this 
sort of condition in the character of agents 





-conditions 





obtained, but the age which we are enter- 
ing will demand not only proficiency, 
knowledge of the business, energy, but 
above all, character. 

In this uplift of the profession the most 
potent factor in my judgment is the Na- 
tional Association of Life Underwriters. It 
is through the solidarity of the member- 
ship of this body that the high plane will 
be reached in spite of the fire through 
which the institution of life insurance has 
passed. Mr. McMullen strikes the keynote 
for great success when he insists upon 
not leaving all the work to the presidents 
and a few assistants. Every man should 
do all that he can to support this great 
body in its undertakings with all his 
mental, moral, physical and financial force. 
It means life to the agent. Local institu- 
tions should be strong and helpful. They 
should take the people into their confi- 
dence; have representative men meet with 
them in these social business gatherings. 
The public has never been educated to the 
importance of life insurance as it has dur- 
ing the past year and a half. It is sus- 
ceptible to the reason of the true ex- 
ponents of this institution where honesty 
and capability prevail. .

TO PERMIT DEFERRED DIVIDENDS 





lowa Commission Will Not Recommend 
That Companies Be Compelied to 
Make Annual Distribution 





The Iowa legislative insurance commis- 
sion has disregarded the suggestion of 
State Auditor Carroll in deciding not to 
recommend the annual apportionment of 
surplus by life insurance companies. It 
is now a subject of speculation among 
Iowa insurance managers whether the 
auditor will renew the vigorous attempt 
to secure the passage of an annual ap- 
portionment bill, which he made during 
the legislative session lasf winter. The 
legislature will convene again Jan. 14. 
The commission proposes to leave the 
matter of annual or deferred distribution 
optional with the policyholders. 

The storm of protest raised by the 
fraternal insurance societies in Iowa 
against the proposition to compel them to 
charge rates based on approved experi- 
ence tables seems to have been effective 
in forestalling legislation of that sort.

ring the young and healthy members of 
the Patrician ciass to the Fraternal Broth- 
erhood of America. ‘The inevitable result 
will be that the remaining members of the 
Patrician class will have very little pro- 
tection at the outset, and as the member- 
ship of the Patrician class is depleted by 
transfers to the Fraternal Brotherhood, 
this protection will rapidly diminish. 
Letter Intended to Deceive 

The law of this state is silent on the 
subject of reinsurance of fraternal bene- 
ficiary societies, and the approval of the 
commissioner of insurance is not, there- 
fore, necessary to the effectuation of a 
contract of reinsurance or amaigamation 
between such societies. The commissioner 
is therefore powerless to prevent the car- 
rying into effect of the contract in ques- 
tion. It is not the desire of the depart- 
ment to interfere in matters of this nature 
if the members of the society interested 
are fully cognizant of all the provisions 
of the contract and desire to continue un- 
der the new arrangement. However, a 
circular letter, dated Nov. 10, which was 
sent from the home office of the Order of 
Patricians to members of that society, was 
evidentiy intended to deceive such mem- 
bers as to the provisions of the contract 
made with the Fraternal Brotherhood of 
America. A copy of this letter follows: 

Grand “Jolly” for the Patricians 
“Dear Citizen:—An agreement has_ been 
entered into between the Order of Patri- 
cians and the Fraternal Brotherhood of 
Los Angeles, Cal. Every member of the 
Order of Patricians is accepted as they 
are, they pay the same rates and retain 
their certificates they now hold.

You will observe that it is stated in the 
above letter that every member, oid and 
young, is cared for under the contract of 
reinsurance, and that the rates of monthly 
payment and the certificate now held is 
not to be disturbed. It is also stated that 
the Fraternal Brotherhood is a fiourishing 
young society, with this arrangement 32,- 
060 strong and with assets of $225,000. 

I desire every member of the Order of 
Patricians to understand that not one dol- 
lar of the $225,000 of assets mentioned, 
nor any funds now or hereafter accumu- 
lated by the Fraternal Brotherhood is, or 
will be, liable, under the reinsurance con- 
tract for any losses which may hereafter 
be incurred by the Patrician class. The 
members of the Order of Patricians are 
no better protected, and, in my opinion, 
will have less protection as members of 
the Patrician class than if the Order of 
Patricians had been continued. 


Value of Certificates in Question 


If after fully understanding the situa- 
tion the members of your division court 
desire to continue in the Patrician class, 
they are at liberty to do so, but I desire 
that they be made acquainted with the 
provisions of the reinsurance contract and 
their standing under such contract. 

Whether the circular letter of the 10th 
instant, which was sent out with the 








knowledge and consent of the supreme sec- 
retary of the Fraternal Brotherhood of 
America, is such a modification of the 
original contract as will hold the Fraternal 
Brotherhood liable for all death losses sus- 
tained by the Patrician class to the full 
amount called for by the Patrician certifi- 
cates is a legal question which can be 
decided only by the courts.

POSITION OF PACIFIC MUTUAL 








Looks Now as Though the Company Will 
Not Enter Into the Detroit Confer- 
ence—Its New Policy 





It looks now as if the Pacific Mutual 
Life will not join the Detroit Con- 
ference. For the time being it has 
adopted conference rates and classifica- 
tion, but an official of the company says 
these will be changed from time to 
time as necessity arises. This official 
declares that his observation shows him 
there is much dissatisfaction over the 
way the monthly payment business is 
operated among the public. The Pa- 
cific Mutual declares that, in view of 
its other large business, it cannot afford 
to allow friction of any great magni- 
tude to arise over adjustments in its 
industrial department. 

The company will utilize its present 
agency plant as the basis for its in- 
dustrial operations. : 

Assistant Secretary H. A. Behrens is 
now in the field getting the machinery 
started and will soon reach Chicago. 

In its policy the Pacific Mutual gives 
insurance if the beneficiary is injured 


while on a public carrier. It gives a 
twenty-day notice clause instead of 
the usual ten-day clause. It also in- 


sures children of the assured against 
death or dismemberment. The Pacific 
Mutual in this form of policy gives the 
10 percent accumulation provided twelve 
months’ premiums have been paid. 





AWAIT FINDING OF COMMISSION 





Liability Men Anticipate That the Illinois 
Body Will Recommend Changes in the 
Employers’ Liability Law 





Liability men and companies are await- 
ing the report of the commission ap- 
pointed by Governor Deneen of Illinois 
to go into the subject of workingmen’s 
insurance and employers’ liability statutes. 

It is conceded that the commission can 
produce nothing of value so far as it will 
influence legislation concerning compul- 
sory insurance. The trades unions are 
opposed to any such return to medieval 
times, and without the support of the or- 
ganized labor people nothing can be ac- 
complished in securing results where their 
interests are affected. 

The most practical and probable result 
of the Illinois commission will be the 
recommendation of a new employers’ lia- 
bility law. In that state negligence of a 
fellow servant can be used as a defense 
against liability by an employer. In other 
words, if an employer hires ignorant or 
incompetent men and a fellow servant is 
injured by the neglect or carelessness of 
one of these men, the employer is held not 
liable. 

The commission, no doubt, will give at- 
tention to this subject. Where an em- 
ployer exposes an employe to an ignorant 
or careless workman, the commission will 
doubtless hold the employer should be 
made responsible, as the innocent injured 
party is subjected to conditions he can- 
not control, but which the employer can. 
In other words, the fellow-servant de- 
fense will be eliminated. 

When it comes to amending the law, 
political influences of the powerful em- 
ployers’ class will be brought to bear, al- 
though the labor element will back it 
strongly. In some states already the 
fellow-servant defense is no longer al- 
lowed by statute. 

Where such defense is not permitted 
the liability companies charge a higher 
premium to cover the increased hazard. 





Advances to Agents 

One of the big casualty companies 
writing industrial accident and health 
business is said to have spent about $60,- 
ooo last year as advances and bonuses 
to agents. It is agreed among accident 
company executives that the giving of ad- 
vances to agents opens a 
has play¢d havoc among life companies 


and occasioned great loss. Most compa- 
nies will not allow any advances, feeling 
that an agent should be able to finance 
himself from his commissions. Other 
companies will assist a good district man- 
ager if he seems to have ability and is 
unable to develop his field because of 
lack of resources. In these cases it de- 
pends largely on the character and cal- 
iber of the man as to what a company 
will do. 





Successor to H. N. Reno 

John W. Britton, for some time special 
agent of the Standard Accident, has been 
appointed resident manager for Cincin- 
nati to succeed the late H. N. Reno. Mr. 
Britton is well known in Cincinnati and 
has a large personal following. The of- 
fice will be continued in the Mercantile 
Library Building. 


Raiding the Agency Forces 

Some of the recruits in the industrial 
accident and health business are said to 
be making merry war on the agents of 
established companies by offering special 
inducements. In some quarters the old 
companies experience trouble in holding 
their forces intact, in view of the allure- 
ments given. 





General Agents To Do Underwriting 


Vice-president Fred M. Blount of the 
Illinois Surety, who has charge of the 
company’s field operations, is going 
slowly about appointing general agents 
at large points. He prefers to wait until 
he can find men of standing and respon- 
sibility, in whose judgment the home of- 
fice can repose confidence. Believing that 
a general agent knows local conditions 
and people better than the home office 
can possibly do, he proposes to leave the 
underwriting largely in the hands of gen- 
eral agents. With this responsibility they 
must be selected with great care.

passed on important issues. They have 
held conferences with the more im- 
portant German lieutenants. So press- 
ing has been the demands on the Laws 
that their noonday !unches have been 
served in their private offices, and they 
dispatched: business while at the meal. 

Deal Is Being Vigorously Handled 

It is safe to say that no deal has 
been handled more vigorously or fol- 
lowed up so intensely. The Royal is 
using every fair means to hold the busi- 


ness. It is letting nothing escape where 
influence can be brought to bear to 
hold it. 


The Royal communicated with its own 
agents and requested them to get on 
friendly terms with the German agent 
and assist in saving the business. The 
result will be that the Royal will have 
two agents or more in many points; 
where it desires but one agent it will 
save the best one. 

What Is Being Done at Freeport 

At Freeport every agent but two or 
three had to represent the German to 
get business. Hence it had a big local 
trade. Secretary Gund addressed all the 
agents and solicitors there, telling them 
the Royal would handle their business 
just as the German had. R. P. Ock- 
enga, the German’s special, who went 
with the Royal and established himself 
in the German building, is in charge of 
all the local affairs. 

New Issue Over Cancellations 

A new issue has been injected into 
the deal by the Royal’s stand as to can- 
cellations. The schedule is not com- 
pleted, and until it is the Royal does 
not know definitely what specific risks 
it has taken over. The German may 
not have been paid for some policies 
or there may be other reasons why 
some risks will not be scheduled. There- 
fore the Royal declares that all can- 
celed policies sent in up to the time 
the schedule will have been completed 
will not be recognized, and claim will 
have to be made on the receiver. This 
step no doubt was taken to thwart the 
inroads made by companies that were 
gettirg agents to cancel and draw on 
the Royal for return premiums. 

What Other Companies Say 

The other companies seem to think 
the Royal’s position is untenabic. as they 
hold it reinsured a‘ existing business 
as of Nov. 15, and hence will have to 
recognize short rate cancellations made 
after that date. However, this position 
has caused considerable of a jolt and 
has resulted in a number of agents who 
were arranging to cancel to halt rather 
than get into complications. 

Some agents had not remitted to the 
German for three months, and hence 
such business is being handled as they 
see fit, as they have the funds in their 
own hands. 

Action of the Recelver 

The receiver has sent out a _ notice 
saying that all claims for return pre- 
miums on cancellations made prior to 
Nov. 15 must be filed by Nov. 29. 
Agents feel this is showing undue haste. 
Where agents canceled and the company 
owed them for return premiums, they 
are up against it. 

The only complaint heard among Ger- 
man agents is that the management 
misled them as to its condition. How- 
ever, Secretary Gund felt it a necessary 
course to try to save the company. In 
view of the terrific blow, the agents can 
well be congratulated that the company 
did not go into the hands of a receiver. 
If it had had its 60 percent compro- 
mise settlement accepted, the German 
would have been put to the limit to 
meet the demand. 

Where losses occurred and had not 
been paid before the receivership, some 
agents find themselves considerably em- 
barrassed. 

Some Wanted the German to Fail 

There are many underwriters who 
wanted the German to fail without re- 
insuring, perhaps not considering the 
effect on hundreds of good agents. 
They take the ground it would have

Busy on Separation Deals 

Union field men are busy on separa- 
tion deals, and the six months’ notices 
of clearing are reaching Secretary Dud- 
ley’s office at the governing committee’s 
headquarters. 

What Will the Royal Hold? 

How much of the business can the 
Royal hold is the leading question ar- 
gued among all underwriters. Law 
Brothers, who are holding their hands 
on the pulse of the situation, say it will 
be a_ big boon to them, and they will 
hold a good percentage. Observing 
union field men, after ten days out 
among the agents, say, owing to the 
peculiar lay of the German’s agents, 
the Royal will hold more than was at 
first anticipated. Its heroic measures 
will do much to swing more than ordi- 
narily would be expected. 

Some men are skeptical. They say 
the way the German’s business was 
put on the books will not make it stick 
to a union company, and it will seek 
higher commission channels. Time alone 
will tell the outcome. 

Golden Rule Communication 

Law Brothers, in requesting their 
union associates to respect their rights 
of purchase by a communication in the 
official organ and asking them to ob- 
serve the “Golden Rule,” was an in- 
novation. They also wrote a personal 
note to leading nonunion companies 
enclosing a copy of the union com- 
munication, asking the nonunioners to 
respect the Royal’s rights in a bona fide 
purchase. 

Amusing Feature at Beatrice, Neb. 

One of the amusing features are the 
“ads” of the Royal and German of 
Freeport agents in the daily papers at 
Beatrice, Neb. In one column the Royal 
agents say: 

The German Insurance Company of Free- 
port has reinsured its business in the 
Royal Insurance Company, thereby protect- 
ing all its policyholders. The Royal is, 
therefore, entitled to the renewals of all 
the German’s business. We represent the 
Royal as its local agents. It is the strong- 
est fire insurance organization in the 
world. Fulton & Powers, agents. 

In another column the German agents 
thus speak: 

We wish to thank the firm of Fulton & 
Powers for their announcement that the 
German of Freeport Fire Insurance Com- 
pany has reinsured in the Royal Insurance 
Company. We fully agree with them that 
the Royal is one of the strongest fire in- 
surance companies and is now protecting 
all the German of Freeport policies that 
we have written. The German of Free- 
port policies are as good to-day as when 
we wrote them. We respectfully request 
holders of these policies not to permit 
their policies to be canceled or to be in- 


duced to reinsure until they have consulted 
us.

Business men are inter- 
ested also from a local standpoint. The 
German brought much business to the 
hotels and merchants of the city, and 
they do not want to lose this. 
Want Trembor for Head 

Conferences were held Wednesday 
and Thursday evenings of last week at 
the Brewster House in Freeport, and 
the subject was quite fully discussed. 
If anything is done, it will be by in- 
terests most of which have not been 
directly connected with the German. 
Bankers and business men who favor 
the project want William Trembor, the 
old secretary of the German, to head 
the new company, but they do not ex- 
pect much assistance from stockholders 
of the German. These, for the most 
part, are pretty sore on fire insurance. 
The loss of their stock, which was 
worth about 600 before the San Fran- 
cisco fire, has been a heavy blow to 
them. Many of them have transferred 
their property to avoid possible com- 
plications under the California stock- 
holders’ liability law. It is related that 
one woman, whose income depended on 
her dividends on German stock, has 
been obliged to take in washing to sup- 
port herself. 

Doubt if It Will Pan Out | 

There is much doubt whether anything 
will come of the project of starting a 
new company. It is the opinion of 
some that not enough capital can be 
secured in Freeport, since so many of 
the wealthy people were interested in 
the German and have lost. While Will- 
iam Trembor would have a strong hold 
on former agents of the German in se- 
curing business, it is now rather late 


to hope to capture the German’s busi- 
ness,

enlist new capital in order to become a 
potent factor in the business. 

Firemans Fund Payment 


In accordance with the agreement for 
rehabilitating the Firemans Fund, payment 
of the second instalment of 30 percent be- 
gan to-day on all adjusted claims of Fire- 
mans Fund. Home F. & M. and Pacific 
Underwriters’ policies. The first instal- 
ment was 20 percent. At the same time 
orders for stock of the company to the ex- 
tent of 50 percent of the claims will be 
delivered to claimants provided for in the 
agreement. Claimants will be paid by lot 
to avoid confusion. 


REINSURANCE HELD LEGAL 

Attorney Hamill of the Illinois de- 
partment in an opinion rendered to Su- 
perintendent Vredenburgh as to the le- 
gality of the German of Freeport re- 
insurance deal says: 


You have submitted to me the question 
of whether an Illinois fire insurance com- 
pany. governed by the laws of 1869, may 
legally. in view of impending insolvency. 
reinsure its outstanding risks in another 
solvent company, and in reply I beg to 
advise you that in my opinion there is no 
legal objection thereto. 


HARTFORD STOCKS RECOVERING 


Shares of Hartford fire companies con- 
tinue to make recovery from the setback 
due to the San Francisco disaster. The 
stock of the AEtna is quoted at $400 bid 
and $405 asked. This is within 15 points 
of the price at which it was selling before 
the San Francisco disaster. The Con- 
necticut shares, which dropped to $220 
bid, have risen to $305 bid. This week’s 
quotations for the stock of the Hartford 
Fire are $549 bid, and $553 asked, an ad- 
vance of $50 from the lowest. 

The bid price for the shares of the 
National holds steady at $285, which is 
$45 above the quotation in the early sum- 
mer, although prior to the fire the stock 
was sold around $425. The stock of the 
Phenix is now quoted at $285 bid, as 
compared with $225 before the shock. In 
the first part of April, however, the shares 
found a ready market around $345. 
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Question—The dwelling house furni- 
ture forms in nearly general use in 
Michigan in covering furniture and 
wearing apparel, read, “owned by as- 
sured or any member of assured’s house- 
hold.” This seems easy and _ plain 
enough when the assured is the head 
of the family (parent or parents), but 
taking the case of a young single (un- 
married) man, who starts in life and 
furnishes a home and takes with him 
his aged parents or a sister to live, who, 
of course, have wearing apparel, and 
possibly some furniture. Now can this 
form or language be construed, in case 
of loss, to apply or attach to the par- 
ents’ or sister’s effects? 


ANswer—The companies, while some- 
times accepting, generally object to the 
clause, “owned by assured or any mem- 
ber of assured’s household,” as the same 
is considered entirely too broad and may 
be construed as covering the property 
of, not alone the assured’s immediate 
family, but of relatives, guests and 
servants, which is not contemplated by 
the policy conditions. Agents, of course, 
are aware that it is bad form to insure 
John Doe, et al. and that companies 
will always insist that the names of 
all parties in interest be expressed in 
the title of policy, in order that it may 
be known with whom the company is 
to deal in event of loss. The clause, 
“or any member of assured’s house- 
hold,” is the equivalent of et al., hence 
equally objectionable. 

Another very objectionable feature of 
this form, and one generally overlooked 
by the assured, is the fact that by in- 
suring the property of any member of 
his household, he is possibly doing him- 
self an injury by surrendering his right 
to claim a total loss because a portion 
of the claim may be applied to the prop- 
erty of others, pro rata, and he receives 
but a small portion of the insurance, 
while paying for all. This feature has 
been tried out in the courts, there hav- 
ing been cases where temporary guests 
have lost their effects by fire, and, un- 
der the liberal form above mentioned, 
have compelled the companies to reim- 
burse them, absorbing a greater part 
of the insurance, leaving the assured 
in the lurch. Agents, therefore, who 
have the interests of their patrons at 
heart would do well to avoid this form, 
using, if need be, the following: 

HOUSEHOLD FURNITURE. 


On household and kitchen furniture, use- 
ful and ornamental, beds, bedding, linen, 
furs, carpets, rugs, curtains, family wear- 
ing apparel and material for same, printed 
books and music, musical instruments. 
imateur photographic outfits, typewriters 
and supplies, writing materials, chessmen 
ind other games of amusement, paintings, 
pictures, engravings, mirrors and their 
frames, statuary, vases and other works 
of art, wall ornaments (in case of loss or 
damage paintings, pictures, engravings, 
mirrors and their frames, statuary, vases, 
other works of art and wall ornaments, 
shall not be valued at more than the 
actual sum paid for same by assured), 
plate and plated ware, clocks, watches 
and jewelry in use. triu~mks, valises, travel- 

g equipments, umbrellas, canes. sewing 
machines, bicycles, vaby carriages, sport- 
ing goods, firearms and accoutrements, 
children’s toys, china, glass and crockery 
ware, cutlery, stoves, garden tools and 
utensils, fuel and family supplies, the 
praperty of assured or members of as- 
sured’s family except where the latter have 
insurance for their own account; all con- 
tained and — while — in the 


ing house only, situate, etc. 


Question.—What branch of a general 
fire insurance office is considered the most 
important in the eyes of underwriters? 

Answer.—This is rather a “poser” and 
an emphatic opinion on the question 
might cause some hard feeling on the part 
of those jealous of any encroachment on 
their prerogatives. A general fire office 
is made up of many cogs of insurance 
mechanism, each one dependent upon the 
others. and a weak spot in any part of the 
machinery puts the whole out of plumb. 
The fountain head, meaning the manager 





or general agent, naturally is considered 





the mainspring of the industry and re- 
ceives the credit for underwriting suc- 
cess. The underwriting department, 
where the daily report examiners do duty, 
is also looked upon as one of the most 
essential adjuncts; then the auditing de- 
partment, where the money feature is 
taken into account, must needs be a 
very important factor, following which 
the loss department, reinsurance desk, 
register clerk, in fact, down to the office 
boy, all have important work to do and 
when ’tis well done, there is reason 
for proper recognition of the service, be 
it high or low. 

The full text of the rule as to automo- 
bile writing companies, adopted at the 
union meeting, is as follows: 

That the representation of a nonaffiliat- 
ing company for this class of business ex- 
clusively, shall not render an agent in- 
eligible to receive graded commissions, 
provided such company does not write fire 
business in union territory. 

The proviso is important. One or two 
nonunion companies doing a general fire 
business are writing automobiles. If one 
»f these were taken into a union agency 
for automobile business only, it would, 
inder this rule, reduce the agency to a 
flat commission basis. A union agent 
may, however, take on a company like the 
Boston, or apparently, the Columbia of 
Jersey City, which does inland business, 
without endangering his commissions.
